WASHINGTON. May 31.— Special 
orders were glren to OoreraiBaiit olB- 

clal throughout the country to keep 
a close watch upon meetings at which 
there is likely to be agitation against 
registration under the war araqr *ct 
and to prapava to arraat spaakars 
who.aaeawaga rtolationak^of the law. 

Although the Department of Jus- 
tice I.s satisfied that German influ- 
ence and money are behind the ef- 
forts in vartous sections to iatertere 
with ragiatration, it la olBcially stal- 
ed that the Influences are regarded 
as local and sporadic and not inspir- 
ed by any serious organized effort. 



WASHINGTON, May 31.— A list of 
all kaowa Amerlcaa prisoiieni of^war 

In Germany made known by the Stato 
Department, contain.s names of sev- 
enty-four nun, all of whom were 
taken from merchant ships, captured 
by Germaa war Tssesls. 

Sixty-one of the prisoners are In a 
detention camp at Dulmen. One ii» 
at Bastatt, Bavaria; five at Karl.s- 
ruhe, and seven at Havelberg. Mrs. 
N. Boawall. 4811 Lonlsrtlla. Ky., and 
Perkins Walter, Lot. Ky.. are among 
the prisoaers being detained. '

ROADS WASHED OUT. 

Game Warden Bush Bishop re- 
turned yesterday from a motor trtp 

through Nicholas, Mason and Brack- 
en counties, where he had been on 
business connected with his office. 

Mr. Bishop reports the pikes as 
being in had condition following the 
recent storms. Trees were blown 
down and fences scattered along tho 
Maysville pike for miles. In many 
places the force of the wind and wa- 
ter had ripped the maeadam anr- 
face off the pikes leaving the rocky 
foundation layers exposed. In other 
places he saw yards of tobacco cot- 
ton hanging on fences where it had 
been blown from the bads and wish^ 
ed into the branehaa by the swift 
downrush of the water from gullies 
on th'' hillsides. 

1 wisted and lightning-.scarred tre^\=5 
were in evidence on both sidea <rf the 
road all the way down. In some 
places the pike was almost Impasn- 
able. and he had a hard time gettin:^ 
around some of the obstructions.

All men who are married or who 

belon.iT to classes which may be ex- 
c'til-ted will not neces.sarily be sub- 
ject to exemption. Furthermore, 
every man between the ages of 21 
and t9, Indualvo, asnat reglater. re- 
gardless of his claim to exemptioR 
unless he is a soldier, sailor or oflleer 
actually In P ada tn l MlUiary or naval 
service. 

Wlarh man mast state his full 
name, age on last birthday, street ad- 
dress, date and year of birth, occu- 
pation and the kind of estphlishnient 
where he is employed, military expe- 
rience, whether he is single or mar- 
lied at preaent; whether he has a fa- 
ther, mother, wife or child, brother 
or sister \ind« r 12 years of age de- 
pendent .solely on him for support: 
whether he is a State or Federal 
official; whether he is a native horn 
American, or w h at h a r ha or hto fa- 
tiur i.- natiiraliaad OT haa tohon out 
first papers. 

Men past 31 should not try to reg- 
ister, as they will be refused and will 
only confuse the system.
